THE WORLD OF 
WHEAT 


“My land is badly infested with 
wild oats. I lose money every: year, 
Can I get rid of them?” a friena 
asked me 

“Well, many have done it,” I re 
plied, “But it takes a lot of work ana 
patience, and these four principle: 
must be observed” 

1. Do not seed any wild oats with 
the grain you sow. 

2. Induce these seeds now in the 
ground to gow, then kill the young 
plants by cultivation 

3. Do not plow the field for sever- 
al years, 

4. Vo not permit wild oat plant. 
Srowing in the tield, to set to seed. 

from my own experience i sug- 
gest this method: Summeifallow thc 
eld, but permit the wild oat plants 
vo grow to the tour leaf stage (when 
the young plants are easily killed), 
then cultivate the field and so 
destroy vast numibers of the plants, 
then let the wild oats grow up again 
to the same stage. and cultivae a- 
gain. Do this several times during 
the season. 

Do the same thing early the next 
year until about the first week in 
June, then sow oats for green feed, 
or seed a very early, barley. The 
following year sow a grain crop, 
and pick by hand, in the field, the 
few remaining wild oat plants  ‘be- 
fore their heads ripen, 

Following factors have tended to 
raise price: Lrrought still prevails 
in Australia.

Sir Gerald Campbell New High Com- 
missioner For Britain In Canada 


Appointment of Sir Gerald Camp-| 


bell, for eight years British consul- 
general in New York, as high com- 


missioner for the United Kingdom in| 


Canada was announced officially in 
London, 

Sir Gerald succeeds Sir Francis 
Floud, appointed chairman of the 
Bengal land revenue commission, 
which is to attempt to find a settle- 
ment for that Indian province's 145- 
year-old agrarian problem. 

Sir Gerald will take up his duties 
at Ottawa in the autumn, becoming 
the third person to hold the office of 
high commissioner since it was 
created in 1928. 

Sir Gerald Campbell was knighted 
in the birthday honors of King 
George V. in 1934. Prior to his ap- 


pointment to New York he was con-} 


sul-general at San Francisco and 
Philadelphia. 

Sir Gerald was appointed vice-con- 
sul at Venice in 1913 and two years 
later was transferred to Addis 
Ababa, Ethiopia, where he remained 
during the civil discrders caused by 
the attempt of Emperor Joshua to 
force the country to espouse the 
cause of Germany and Turkey in the 


Great War. Twice he served as 
charge d'affaires in the Ethiopian 
capital.

, Waste Of Time 

Students who lay store by the pro- 
cess of making a frantic, last-minute 
effort to review what they. are sup- 
posed to have studied leisurely and 
systematically during the scholastic 


gterm, in an effort to cope with ex- 


aminations, may he wasting time, 
states the Woodstock Sentinel-Re- 
view. 

Some students collapse under the 
Strain of cramming. A Toronto 
physician says it is bad for the 
nerves to study during examination 
time. His advice is that it is better 
to go to some entertainment, a dance 
or the movies. He points out that it 
can be proven scientifically that one- 
half of what you hear or read is for- 
gotten in half an hour; after nine 
hours, two-thirds is forgotten; after 
six days, three-quarters forgotten; 
after one month, four-fifths forgot- 
ten. Apparently the only way to fix 
infomation in the memory is to take 
notes on what is heard or read and 
then refer to those notes once a 
month. This doctor advises students 
to obtain old examination papers and 
test themselves by writing them, on 
the basis that the only way to learn 
how to do anything is to do it. For 
example no one could learn to play 
golf or any other game by reading 
about it. 

With regard to the futility of 
cramming for examinations, it is 
pointed out that no tennis player on 
|the eve of an important match, 
would get up at 6 o'clock in the 
morning and practise until the game 
was on. 

The tendency on the part of stud- 
ents to believe that they can over- 
come neglect of studies in the early 
part of the term by studying inten- 
sively on the eve of examination is 
general. Wisdom and _ experience, 
however, ‘seem to emphasize that 
there is no virtue in that expedient. 
Moderate study throughout the whole 
term and moderate reviewing of notes 
before examinations seem to offer 
the best assurance of success. The) 
cramming that robs the students of| 
sleep for nights before the test is| 
often the surest way to court failure.

Ships Are Now Carrying Munitions; 
For War In China 

The Sino-Japanese war is encour- 
aging lily culture on this continent 
to a greater extent than ever before. 
For years Easter lilies have been 
coming to Canadian and United) 
States florists and seedsmen, to a 
large extent, in Japanese refriger- 
ator-equipped vessels. With silk, lily 
shipments were an important source 
of income for the Japanese. 

Now, with the development of the} 
| Japanese aggression in China, ships) 
|which were used in transporting | 
Easter lily bulbs from Japan to} 
America are now carrying men, guns, 
munitions and the many necessities 
of war to China. 

Lack of proper ship facilities and 
jlack of experienced lily growers in 
| Japan's fields are beginning to make! 
themselves noticeable in lily imports. | 
| Years ago many of the lily bulbs,| 
like potatoes with us, formed a 
| source of food supply in Japan and| 
China. Then an Englishman in the) 
East began sending lily bulbs back 
home. The people of Japan and 
China soon learned that the bulbs! 
had a money value. The moduntains 
were scoured; many species became 
scarcer and scarcer from year to 
year. 

It was then, when the source of 
Supply began to diminish, that the 
Japanese and Chinese began to cul- 
tivate them. Now thousands of per- 
sons, in both of these countries, are 
engaged in the pursuit of raising 
lilies for American florists and gar; 
deners, ; 

Most lilies can be grown from} 
seed, For commercial culture, how- 
ever, increase is often made from 
small bulblets growing out from the 
parent bulbs or along the flower 
stalks, or from ‘scales’ taken from 
the large bulb, These scales are 
placed in sand and from these small 
bulblets form, Varying periods of 
time are required to develop bloom- 
ing-size bulbs—one to three years.

Electric Fences 


Successful Method For Keeping 
Farm Animals From Straying 

Electricity is making farm animals 
in the Guelph district fence-shy these 
days, and saving the farmers money, 

Premier Hepburn, himself a farmer 
near St. Thomas, said Professor W. 
C. Blackwood of the department of 
agricultural engineering at Ontario 
Agricultural College, Guelph, had re- 
ported on installation of 250 sets of 
electrical fences. The fences consist 
merely of a strand of barbed wire 
stretched a few feet above the 
ground and attached to a small bat- 
tery. 

One experience is enough for the 
animals, After that they keep away 
from the fences. 

Fence lengths ordinarily costing 
from $1 to $1.20 a rod now can be 
installed for a couple of cents a rod. 
Used principally in pasturing, the 
fences can be used successfully for 
hogs, according to Hon, P. M. Dewan, 
agriculture minister,
